BRODSON, who was formerly subject of MI file 94-253, resides 
at 2420 E, Stratford Ct., Shorewood, Wis., where he was 
interviewed recently in connection with another matter by 
SAS CLARK E. LOVRIEN and RICHARD C. THOMPSON. 


At that time he described himself as a very "hostile citizen" 
for the reason that the Government claims that he owes 

"i million dollars" in income taxes and penalties. He claims 
the interest in this itself runs to $5,000 or $6,000 per 
month and that it is completely beyond his power to pay now 
or at any time in the future. He has been attempting 
through his attorneys to negotiate a compromise settlement 
with IRS, but has now been told by his attorney that the 
Attorney General of the U. S. has let it be known that he 
will not permit compromises of tax debts owed by gamblers 

for gambling income. This, according to BRODSON, puts him 

in the position of being unable to seek and hold gainful 
employment for the simple reason that anything he earns would 
be taken by the Federal Government to apply upon his tax bill.
